Applicant's amendment and remarks received 26 November 2008 have been fully 
considered.

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance

The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably suggest a subjacent backlight device 
for illumination including a light transmitting reflecting means located in a casing parallel to the 
opening and above the light source and a transmitting diffusing means in the casing located 
above the light transmitting reflecting means for diffusing and mixing light in addition to the 
accompanying features of the independent claims.
